III. Claims 16-22, drawn to a container pressurization device having a 
housing, a port, a passageway, and gas storage means, classified in class 
604, subclass 140. 

IV. Claims 23-37, drawn to a material mixing device having a housing, a first 
port, a second port, and first, second, and third passageways, classified in 
class 604, subclass 84. 

V. Claim 38, drawn to a material mixing device having a housing, first second 
and third ports, and first and second passageways, classified in class 604, 
subclass 85. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown
